Not For Muiiciam 

jjAIiF the art of music, like good conversation, 
i« In the mtenlng. intéUlgent attention gives 
pleasure to the audience^ in both caaps; polite but 
unappreclitlve attention engenders ennui. BUt wh}' 
listen to music at all? Is It worth the effort? 
And answerhig, he who listens says "It is. Miislc 
glvés pleasure!" 

Now tt^e above parspapti is all platitudes; the 
filial deduction is commonplace, but Its fuller 
meahlng jajjmfo^u nately not ap' widespread, and 
accounts -^^l^bject. One of thé alms of life 
Is pleasure In" one or another of its phllosophi- 
lial interpréUttlons — and, experience shows that 
ihusic is ohe ot the pleasure giving arts; the writer 
hàs often woixleréd why so many students who 
t)Ave the capacity for thé appreciation of Xlhe .art 
as e^einpljiBoj ' by poetry d^vrlhg, paliillrig; and 
architecture, have not learnetl to extend thehr scope 
to muile in its more serious and more abeolute 
fonns. 

There is no denying the music. It is here 
with us, and has been devéloped to such an ex- 
tent that It holds tlie key to certain Very précisé 
pleasures. Whàk Is the key? 

It is pciiSlWe that If music were as regular a 
part of tliciaicademlc curriculum as lltjerature, then 
the key w^^l^^ held mwc unilversaliy. Such Is 
not thé case. The stlidy of music 1$ a matter oit 
private . concern. If the fad has it that musical 
àécqmpUshment is the voeue, then music teaohers 
thrlTCr ôtherwlié, the prodlj^es alone are permit- 
ted to stUiy. Jtusitf'ito taugll now ït the schools, 
but of wiiat . value is the teacHlhg? Practically 
none, because the schools Impart barély the science 
of recording, aiid l'èadlfïg sounds, while the art ot 
understaiidlng is forgotten. The Walter Damrosch 
radio iiwu on Fridays Is jme of the only hôpes for 
local aciiooW aiia;' to my icnowledge none of them 
take advantage of It. Extra coursés such as the 
'!Mui?lcal Alireclatlon Oliases" by the ^acUlty.pI 
Muélc liave totèly become available atad deservedly 
popular, but their extent is yet small. 

In deference to tastes, one liiuSt ■ admit that 
certain people wUl forever be Incapable of dis- 
covering' worthwhile value in any mùslc beyond 
that intended strictly, s*y. fqi- baUroora dancing. 
People of this type are in the minority. Thé rest 
of us have all the requh-ements for tlie possession 
of the key to musical enjoyment. What grants 
the key? ConsUnt intelligent llstènittgl 

It is possliile to simply Ustèu àrid dertve pleas- 
ure, A perceptive and critical ear, however, en- 
hances the latter state to such an extent as to 
rtrte a lltUe (MreUmlnnry work quite worthw)illè;

"Everyman" A MoralHy Play 

'Everyman*, which is being presented at the 
Church of the Messiah on-Tuesdaytand Wednes- 
day evenings of this week, fr perhaps, the best ex- 
tant example of the 'moralities', those medieval 
dramatic pieces in .which ,the biblical personages 
of the earlier Miracle plays had begun to be re- 
placed by personified abstractions, such as the 
virtues and the \'iccs. 'EVetyihanV'oI'ISth century 
Dutch origin, has as Its theme 'the summoning of 
Everyman by Deatti, .ind his > discovery that none 
of his friends (Fellowship, Kindred, Knowledge, 
Béattty, etc.) except (}ood Deeds will accompany 

him.' ■ 

Altiiough last night's. version differs in many 
ways from the original text.' It is obvious enough 
that the ijiorallty niarksi à forward step in the 
history of the drama. "The irùdé vetsif leatlon of 
the earlier mystery Is ret^tined, apd tXie use of al- 
literation, rhyme, and of fréquent stanza arrange- 
,ménts, combined with the use of a;deflnite plot 
are'aU evidence that the nïorality is closer to us 
than the ruder mystery play. 

'Everyman' is free from the dull and digni- 
fied discussions, the theological and philosophical 
sermons of the earlier examples of this type of 
drama, for the powerful allegoi^ 1s° reinforced by 
considerable Imowledge of himian hatiire and by 
significant and well-handled dialogue. 

in the presentation last evening, .tlie highest 
praise must be given to the staghig and to the 
lighting' effects, both of which weré éxcelleht; The 
producera used the entire church as their stage, 
exits Btid chtran.:«s weré rhadé ' through the au- 
dience and through what 'winds' weré afforded by 
the architecture of the chancél. The costuming 
was beautifully and carefully donèi atad the play, 
had evidently been carefully 'rehéarsiéd; 

The play affords l'ilttlé i^pvprtuiilty ^for acting 
In the strict sénse o( the- Word; aM 
emphasis , is thrawn u]^n the s^^ ot the 
pUyérs, and -it is here that the^fftults of last eve' 
nlng's présentation are to be -found. 

Everyman himself would dp wèU to avoid the 
'sibilant syllable' ahd eveiy cha^racter ml^t be ad- 
vised to study clear and crisp, eh wclatipn. Certain 
of the male voices, particularly those which . were 
lower in the scale, tended to bec'ohie inaudible at 
times, and, the women's Voices lacked tulheès and 
clarity.
